Prior to the rapid growth of tape recording, promoters of this type of mat- 
erial sent out over 200,000 circulars, daily, into towns and cities by mail and 
peddlers on foot or in cars, Practically All of these obscone magazines ,pictures, 
books, gadgets, records and, YES, EVEN TAPES, are solicited to children, In fact, 
approximately one million, that is, ohe out of thirty-five (35) children of sch- 
ool age twill be solicited, . 

How will these firms *hunt® out your children or somebody elses? When your 
child orders a model kit or some other item via mail, a lot of firms sell these 
names to other mail order concerns, Aliso, names are procured from little league 
lineups in your daily paper, school yoarbooks and hundrods of other places, 

I think that everybody should join in tho fight to KEEP TAPING CLEAN! Since I 
am President of a club composed of forty to fifty teens,I am especially concerned 
in this matter because as I have pointed out 3/4 of all obscene material is. 
solicited to teens, | 

The question has been asked many times if pornography is the major cause of 
rape cases, A study has revealed that normal feelings which are present “in all 
people are aroused by means of brutal, crude and sadistic sounds, words, express- 
ions and pictures,,,the objectionable material itself does not arouse sexual 
desire, 

Police reports show that 18 or 19 yoar old boys committed moro rape than any 
other age group and, in many casos, objectionalbe material was found in the boy’s 
glove compartment, or at home hidden under the mattress or some other place where 
the parents wouldn’t run across it, 

Solicitors who have entered the RECORDING FIELD are more than eager to obtain 
club rosters, especially those who cater to, or have a large number of teens 
listed, They may use their own name or fictitious names to join a club in order 
to procure a roster, It is hard to locate these people, but once located action 
can be taken, age 

If a person receives a tape that contains anything objectionable, don’t just 
 *throw it away® and let it go at that, Take it to your local postoffice and fill 
_ out a complaint, It is illegal for the postoffice to open mail for any reason, 

This means that the only way one ean act against it is by notifying your local 
postoffice, You do not have to send it to tho Postmaster General, in Washington, 
De Gs | 

If you know who the individual or firm is, not only notify the Postoffice 
Department, but notify RADIO DIAL, or the President or staff of your tape club | 
who will refuse membership to this person, prohibiting him from obtaining a roster 
as means of further solicitation, Let’s all do our part to KEEP TAPING CLEAN!

A recent tape sent to members of Reuben Powell’s fine Renfro Valley Tape Club 
featured ’a mystery singer, It wasn’t surprising that many guessed him correctly 
as BLUE GRASS ROY, 

It was the same BLUE GRASS ROY, sometimes called THE KENTUCKY KORN KRACKER, 
who was featured nearly forty years ago on WFIW, Hopkinsville, Ky., and later 
appeared on KRLD, WWVA, WDGY, WLS, WUD and WIIC, 

BLUE GRASS ROY made his appearance on this eart as Edward Leroy Freeman on 
September 16, 1898 at Pesotum, Illinois, His father was a carpenter and contract- 
er, Roy spent most of his early years living in Champaign, Ill. 

It was while working on a farm near Pesotum as a truck driver-salesman that 
Roy heard Bradley Kincaid on WLS and decided to try his hand as a singer, So with 
his guitar in hand, Roy Freeman went down to Tuscola, Illinois, and Mrs, James L, 
Bush put him on the air for 15 minutes every Sunday on Illinois’ oldest radio 
station, WDZ, Sunday was Roy’s only day off from his farm job, 

“After about 14 years at WDZ, Roy tried to land his first fulltime job in radio 
- =-and it was through the efforts of Harry licTigue, Chief announcer at WFIW, that 
Roy entered radio, He remained at the station until Acme Mills, the original 
owner, sold the station, In his last six months at WFIW, he carried the commercial 
account for Hamlin’s Wizard Oil and after the sale of WFIW, Roy went to work for 
the Hamlin Company, 

First to KRLD, then the other stations mentioned, finally winding up at WET, 
Charlotte, N. C.,in 1941, He left Hamlin’s Wizard Oil to rejoin Wb2, where in 
addition to two daily programs (15 minutes) of singing he carried a full shift of 
announcing. On July 1, 197, he joined WLEH, Mattoon, T1l., then to WCIL, Carbon- 
dale, Ill,, in 1%9. He retired as a singer in 1957 but continued announcing at 
WCIL until 1959 when he joined WFRX, West Frankfort, T1l., as the farm director- 
announcer, 

Finally in 1967 BLUE GRASS ROY FREEMAN retired from the airways, Forty years 
as an entertainer and announcer had gone by, He was truly one of the finest and 
most friendly personalities radio has ever known, When I asked Doe Hopkins, if 
he knew BLUE GRASS ROY, Doc replied that he remembered him just being on the air 
just before the Suppertime Frolic and always having that friendly program, 

The stories of his experiences in radio could fill many pages and they date 
from his first appearance on the WFIW program, HIRAM J. SCRUNCH AND HIS HAPPY 
FAMILY FROM GOBLERS KNOB, I wonder how many people remember that program and 
heard BLUE GRASS ROY FREEMAN on that first night about forty years ago? 

ROY is now retired and lives in Tuscola, Illinois, with his wife, He has a son 
who has made the Navy a career, another son is a college teacher at Superior, 
Wisconsin, and his daughter lived with her family in Pennsylvania, 
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1969 was a big year for KLZ-TV and its AM and FM radio enterprises, as they moved 
last May into a magnificent now Communications Center in Demver, It*s technically 
efficient, visually a knockout and proof--if any proof was neoded--of the solid 
place television now has in our life, 

It®s located a 123 Speer Blvd, -- at the intersection with Lincoln Street, The 
five-story tower section and the two-story adjoining TV studio provide 85,000 
square feet of working and broadcast area, One floor- the second- is devoted to 
news and news preparation, Besides a news broadcasting studio, four film editing 
and screening rooms, and monitors for all other stations in the area, KLZ was 
founded in 1920 by Dr. W. D. Reynolds, a dentist who broadcast jokes, songs and 
commercial announcements, The first call letters were 9ZAF.

The name of ARTHUR TRACY is synonymous with THE STREET SINGER because his name | 
and title, later coupled with his Theme Song MARTA, brought him interna tional 
“‘pecognition. Arthur adopted the title since, as a boy he started to ana on the 

streets of Philadelphia where ho was born on June 25, - 

Arthur's. parents were too poor to afford him the necessary Sebehewe studies, 
but his burning desire to sing could not be Gampened, At 10 he began, among other 
chores, to earn pennies by singing on the pitiggs ae He emulated his favorite, the 
great Enrico Caruso, -. 

He graduated from Central High School and commenced an Architectural Course 
at the University of Pennsylvania, but the call of Music and the Theater were 
much stronger and so he wound up as a student at the famous Curtis Institute of 
-Music in Philadelphia :whore he won scholorships, Arthur prepared for and _partic- 
ipated in contest sponsored by the Philadelphia Musical Club of which he was made 
thé only male honorary member, He won both the Philadelphia City and later the 
' Pennsylvania State prizes and “while he was preparing for the National Contest, he 
was heard by Lawrence Shubert Lawrence, Sr., who invited Arthur to take a Leading 
role in BLOSSOM TIME - that of the Operatic Tenor - in the life of Franz Schubert, 
After a cross-country tour in this Operetta came a series of jobs in the ficld of 
entertainment running the entire gamut from burlesque to concert and from Vaude- 
ville to Musical Comedy, Legitimate and Reperatory Companies « 

It was only natural that RADIO should snap him up, and in that field along with 
Bing Crosby, he pioneered,.As a result of that fame, Arthur and Bing were invited 
to appear in“fHE BIG BROADCAST, a Hollywood‘ film witch asictated many other radio 
stars of that day, Radio and records established his reputation on 5 continents, 
so Arthur Tracy soon toured in concert and radio all over the world, hailed as 
"The Worlds Most Romantic Singer” and “Publie Favorite Number One," He starred 
in many films in which some of his leading ladies were Anna Neagle, Margaret 
Lockwood, Lili Palmer and Belle Chrystal and most recently has turned sucessfully 
to Television. after his appearances in every other medium of entertainment, 
Because of the wide range of his voice, Arthur calls himself a “Baritenor® and 


MARTA sold some 12 million platters and Arthur spent nearly six - years in 
England in every phase of entertainment, appearing at tho Palladium, all the prime 
Theatres in the Provinces, Concert. Haaiies Command Performance Radio Series and 
recorded over 600 songs, His films now appear on all the Late Shows, | 

Arthur. slowed down a bit, for a short time, only: to look after his realty 
holdings and other investments that required his personal attention, but he con- 
tinued his appearances regularly as a guest star on many shows in T.V. including 
Conrad Nagle, Kate Smith, I’ve Got A Secret, To Téll Thé Truth, the Today Show 
with Hugh Downs, Tonight Show, Joe Franklin’s Memory Lane, the Mike Douglas Show 
and others that are shortly to come up, Ho is.also eee presently in be 
Supper Clubs as well as on T. Vv. . 

‘Arthur has just recently returned from a very Patel England tour of the 
Music Halls for 5 months, during which he also appeared on English T.V. and -radio

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HOT SPRINGS, ARK (RDNS) - A small corner in a battered old store will become a 
museum soon, featuring merchandise from the turn of the century and commemorat- 
ing the old, “Jot-Em-Down" store of the "Lun and Abner” radio show, 

_ The former Dick Huddleston Store in Pine Ridge, 60 miles west of Hot Springs, 
which was reopened to the public recently, features, in addition to the art 
glass and gun collections of its owners, merchandise and equipment used in the 
store in the early 1900s, hy ¢ 

Mr, and Mrs, Ralph McClure of Fresno, Calif., bought the old landmark in 1968 
from Mrs, Ethel Graham, Huddleston’s daughter, . 

The McClures moved to Arkansas loaded with 19,000 pounds of merchandise for 
the store, 

Although most of the original merchandise had been sold from the stockpile 
of the general store, a few items, including men’s, women’s and children’s shoes 
worn about the turn of the century and pink and satin ®shapeless” lingerie, will 
be on display. 

Patent medicines proclaiming cures for everything from warts to deafness will 
be preserved in the proposed iiuseum, 

One such medicine, “liysterious Sights Liniment,” was manufactured in Atkins 
Arkansas, The label proclaims a cure for “aches and pains,” removal of “warts, 
corns and callouses® and cures “partial deafness? A three ounce bottle of the 
liquid sold for 60 cents. , 

Other items to be displayed in the original showcases in the store include 
hard collars, seeds, coal oil wicks and documents of various transactions 
between Huddleston and other merchandisers. 3 | 

The first scales (“Just as accurate now,” according to lirs. MeClure), also 
will be included in the museum, as will the original cash register used when the 
store opened in 1909, Only the “no sale” sign works on the old register, 

"Dick used the old spool case as a desk,” said McClure, a retired California 
manufacturer pointing out an old many-drawered chest, 

Already featured in the famed store are a gun and glassware collection being 
offered for sale by the McClures. 

McClure’s guns, numbering more than 200, range from forage guns (shotguns used 
to get food for troops just after the Revolutionary War) to World War I shotguns 
and a varied group of hand guns, 

Mrs, McClure has for sale hundreds of pieces of art glass ranging from a pair 
of 17th century vases to French cameo work and Tiffany plates, vases and lamps, 
She also has included in the collection Oriental ivorics, a small collection of 
shaving mugs and bottles, 3 

The building which will house the museum and souvenir shop is the same two- 
room frame structurewhich has never seen a paint job referred to in the famous 
radio series of “Lum And Abner”, ! 

The Huddleston store was the inspiration for the “Lum And Abner” series, and 
the conversations by Pine Ridgers around the oid pot-bellied stove were a source 
of material for the team, 


Members having four track mono tape recorders will be pleased to learn that RADIO 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF AMERICA has 2 very intorosting tape about old radio to 
circulate amongst 211 paid up members, The tape was made by momber Chris Lembesis 
of California and is very interosting, If interested send RHSA a card and the 
tape will bo routed your way, All cards must be received by December 31, 1969. 
The tape will be sent out shortly after that date, This tapo has an interview
